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RENRY FLACIDE
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We yosterday announced the death of
Henry Placide, one of the best of the old
stock of Amerioan nctors, who are now fast
dimsppearing from view. Irom an appre-
oiative aketeh of his careér by the Inte Frede-
rick 8, Coxwens, published some manths ago
in the New York 7¥mes, we make the follow-
ing extracts, which give all the principal
events of his life and a friendly eriti-
cism of his merits as an actor. Mr. Placide
died at his residéence at Babylon, L. L, on

Saturday.

Henry Placide, the eminent American
comedian, wns born im Charleston, 8. O,
Bopt. &, 1799, His father, Monsienr Alex-
andre Placide, was an eminent pagtomimis-
sud dancer on the tight-rope (it was said that
he was the instructor of the Count d'Artois,
the brother of Louis XIV, in the art), a very
graceful performer and estimable man. He
was also, in the early part of this century,
manager of the Charleston company, said to
be at that time the best theatrical com
in America, and afterward manager of the
Richmond (Va. ) Theatre until it was burned
down in December, 1811, * * * The
mother of Henry Placide was before her mar-
riage n Miss Wrighten, the daughter of a very
cvelebrated actress. It is often the case that
hereditary talent is transmitted to the chil-
dron from the mother., In this case it seems
to have deseonded from the grandmother as
well. The grandmother of Henry Placide
was a Mry, Wrighten, ﬁmgtar of Drury Lane
Theatre, afterwards Mrs. Pownall, a comic
sotress and voealist of great ability, * = »
The earliost authentic record of his appear-
ance on the stage exists in a playhbill (now
kanging in the parlor of the actor) of the
Charleston company, dated Friday evanqu
October 14, 1805, in which Master H. Placide
appears in two pieces, viz,, as ‘‘David" in the
lBt‘mI Bargain, and as “‘Florio di Rosalvi” in
the Huntor af the Alps, 1o was then nine
years old, but he says he appeared in the
same company much earlier, * * * In
1818, P dolnthan only fourteen years of
age, appears in & New York theatrein junior
E;l‘h. This wns the old Anthony BStreet

eatre of Twaits & Holland, where,
Edmnnd Kean made
his first  ap ce. Ie played here
for about a year, when Twaits died,
and the theatre was closed. His next appenr-
ance was in Albany, under Manager Bernard.
This company performed during the winter in
Albany, and in summer made & tour through
the Provinges, giving dramatic porformances
at Montreal, Quebec, ete. After two vears of
hard work and little pay, the company found
themselves almost penniless in Quebec, the
senson having been nunsuccessful. It was
here that Manager Bernard declared to them
ihe impossibility of keeping the company to-
gether any longer. *‘If broken up in smaller
parties each met might do better when de-
tached, and playing with less expenses before
#maller audiences. He advised a party of
them to go to Halifax, Nova Scotia; there was
% large garrison there; surel they could count
upon some support m Halifax.,” This well-

oken advice determined the larger part of
em to go to that fancied El Dorado It was
& custom in those days to sell vessels con-
demned by the DBritish Admiralty in the
Provinees to West India adventurers, and a
schooner of this inviling reputation bein
raady to sail for the tropics was engaged,
Abowugh risky hut geonomical, to carry the
eater part of the company down the mighty
t. Lawrence and drop them at the Nova guo-
tia capital. * * * 'The vessel brought the
company safely to Halifax, This wa¢ in the
summer of 1815. Placide was then sitteen
years of age. As they were nearly destitute
of money, the company at once set about re-
trieving their broken fortunes by giving a
ropresentation at the earliest moment,

empty fish warehouse and set to work to pre-
pare it for the future theatre. A stage was
erected, benches made ready, a Halifax house

painter was secured for the secenery, and in | Wednesday preceding.

spite of any delrys and vexations, the com-
pany made its first bow to a Halifax andience
soon after, and for a time achieved a great

coess.

But a full cupwill sometimes overflow. The
ecompany had no sooner be?'un to reap a tole-
rable harvest, than some of the garrison offi-
eers, who had taken part in amateur theatri-
cals before, felt an ambition to appear upon
a real stage, and volunteered to take a hand
in the performances of the company. This
was not to be denied l.hem—-indeeg, for a time
it proved a great eard for the managers. After

a run of une fit, the volunteers be-
gan fo tive ofme duties of the stage, l

and only & ocoasionally. Thea the
real actors began to feel the weight of this
aunxiliary upon their backs, They could only
count upon an audience on the nights when
the officers ! The company slone, on
the off yed to empty houses. To
crown all, theirmilitary allies, inspired by an
exclusive feeling of wvanity, began to
think about establishing a theatre of their
own. It was not long before the project was
varried into execution; a neat little garrison
theatre made its appearance, and, with this
fermidable rival to contend with, the old the-
atre soon sunk into mneglect and deeay. The
owner of the ﬁilh warehouse, in order to

His second appoearance in New York was as
‘Zekiel Homespun,” in 7w feirt-Law, and
as “‘Dr. Dabloneceur,” in the afterpiece of The
Budget, of Hlunders, at the old Park Theatre
in 1828, From this time until 1542, & pcrimi
of twenty years, he was the constant favorite
of the New York publie; in a eareer of un-
n.riin exoellence, always o slar among stars;
wit lio elder Mathews bo divided the ap-
&lmu of the sudience; his *‘Frederick the

“Chastest of actors
In spite of detractaors
That follow ail actors,’
| and bequesthing to him the part of “Coddle,”
in order, a6 he says, that may ‘‘gain A
fresh wreath” in acting this, a favorite part of
Mathows.

In faot, Placide's excellonce rose toa par
with the highest class of foreign actars that
performed upon our seenie boards; he was
equally esteemed with any or all of them, and
his versatility was superior to any of them,
except, perhaps, O. Mathews, the elder,

In genteel comedy, whers birth and breed-
ing were to be portrayed in the oharacter of
a gentleman, an innate refinement of manner
surronnded Placide, and he looked, dressed
and walked like one of ‘‘nature’s noblemen.’
No one who has seen him can forget his port
and bearing in *‘Lord Ogleby, " in *‘Sir Petor
Teazle,” in ‘“‘Sir Harcourt Ceurtley,” in
“Charles XI1," or *“Frederio the Great.” No
one who bas seen him in bis personification of
the latter character will ever forget his courtly
bearing to the ladies; his proud bow to his
army as it passes nunder the windows of the
Chatean Bobonfeldt; the mixture of dignity,
contempt, and deflance with which he bran-
dishes sword in the face of ‘‘Baron
Trenck's” squad of Austrinns, when he is
alone, and betrayed in the old chatean, yet
shows himself to be ““every inch a King!" *
* % In the whimsical characters of comedy
he bad few rivals; such as his personification
of *‘Sir Anthony Absolute,” *‘Sir Absl Handy,"'
“Major Ollapod,” or ‘‘Colonel Damas,™ or
“Dr, Caius” in the Merry Wives.

Another range of characters he was equally
at bome in, such as *“Louchstone,” in As Fou
Likeit, or the “Clown” in Twelfth Night;
“Tom Dobbs" in the farce of the Omnibus,
{Pathom” in the Hunchback, or in the in-
numerable roles he performed in faree,
vaudeville, or melodrama. The profession
was & different thing in those days to what it
is now. Now we have soldom more than one
piece a night, nnd a run of hundreds of nights
of the same piece, Then they had three

ieces a night—a piece to play the andience
n with—a piece to play the audience ont
with—and a five-act tragedy or comedy be.
tween the two. *‘I have studied and played
in thirty-six different pieces in the courss of
three weeks,” says the indefatigable actor.
Think of it, ye casy-going aspirants for his-
trionic honors, who appear before modern
footlights in only one picce for hundreds of
nights!

int there was a class of chavacters which
belonged peenlinrly to Placide, and which,
since his retirement from the stage, have
rarely, some never, been attempted by others,
such as his “Dr. Bouewur,” in the Village
Docter; his **Michael Perrin,” in Searet Ser-
viee; his ‘“Jean Jacques IFreiaque,” eor
“Grandfather Whitehead:” or “Tom Noddy,"”
or “Uncle John;” or ““Haversack:” or in the
last performance with which he took leave of
the stage, “‘Corporal Cartouche,”

Memory oan only recall the exqnisite pathos
and humor of these representations, We shall
never see their like agatn. Such real honest
tears as were then shed will never be shed
again by later audiences, " - "

Of his wonderful industry some idea 1nay
be formed by the following:— We have not

et spoken of his musical acqunirements, He

& remarkable baritone voice, which, with
roper cultivation, might have ranked him
Eigh in the class of buifo vocalists, Witnaess
his “‘Baron Pompolino,” in Ofaderella. Bat
this was not his ambition, One day Mr,
Bimpson, the manager, eame to him, and
asked him to undertake the part
“Olifonr," in the opera of La Bayadcre.”

to its ntmost to commit' the music of the
opera, judge of my surprise,” said the actor,

ence in with, Simpson had no merey upon
his actors. He broke me down at last.” But
with all this hard work, he never neglected
bhigart. No one ever saw one of his parts
slurred over or carelessly played., Everything
he did was well done, His **Old Silky"—a
subordinate character in the Road to Ruin—
was a8 woll played as such chief parts as his
“‘Rir Peter' or his “*Sir Harconrt Coartley."

Many persons will remember Placide's first
wnd unif appearance in hi[;h tragedy 12 a
principal character: pamely, his playing
“lago” to Reeve's *‘Othello,” in the third act
of that tragedy, June, 1805, Recve was an
immense man, probably weighed over four
bhundred pounds; he could scarcely be called
an actor, but rather a Merry Andrew or bul-
foon, in which charncter he has never been
excelled; his memary was very, poor, but he
J suppliéd  the deficiency by all kinds of inter-
| polations, which, with his wonderful drollery,
yassed off very well, It was a hard job for

teeve to master the text of n play. He was
a very ‘illiterate man, and had w0
little knowledge of xeading that «his
parts bad to be read to him. Placide

undertook to teach him bis part in Othetlo,
and Reeve was often on the point of giving
it np in despair. However, he fagged away
at it, and finally commilted enough to go
tolerably throngh with it. Another diffculty
wag Lo find a suitable dress large enough for
himn.  Atlast an Oriental costnme that had
been used in a speotacle turned up, the
principal part of which was a large green vel-
( wet tunie, with white satlin sleeves; in this he
was equipped, and with a scimetar and well-
corked fuce lovked horribly Jike the Moor.

The play went on very well for a time, both
actors playing it seriously until “*Othello
makes o demand of “Tugo:"—

Reeve forgetting his part continually, anti
what with por{: exily, what with the heat of
the weather, hia face bogan to pernpiro pl_an-
tifully. This annoyed him, and in attempting
to wipe it off hotﬁ‘ew his long white satin
sleeve noross his cheek, which was like the
flap of a saddle in bigness, and wiped off
swent, charooal and all. 'Phis was enough for
a climax; the audience roared, Placide gave a
sigoal to the prompter, and down came the
ourtain,

In 1840 Mr. Btephen Price, Simpson’s part-
per in the management of the *‘Park,” Eied.
leaving some engagements unfinished that he
had made with popular performers on the
other side of the water. Placide, at Bimp.
son's request, crossed the Atlantic in the ship
(Giladiator, to re-engage the performers, and
the cofisequence was the appearance at the
Pork of Brabam, the famous temor singer,
Tyrone Power, Fanny Ellsler, Mr. and Mrs.
Woods, Buekstone, and other foreign actors
of the bighest merit, During this visit to the
Old World he did not play in Eogland or
elsewhere. He roturned in August of the same

enr,

. This period may be ealled the brightest
days of the **Old Park.” The far-famed stock
company was in’ its' perfection then, and
being assisted by m!cEmtorn a8 we have
epoken of above, with Dowton, Hackett,
Mrs. Fitzwillinm, Burton, the Seguin Ope ratio
Company, the Martyn Operatic Company,
Yorrest, Charlotte Cushman, Browne, Barnes,
W H. Williams, and others of great celabrity
besides, it might surely have contested the
palm with any theatre whatever,

Placide played @ star engagement in
London in 154, where he was
subjest to some few mot unfriendly
oriticisms, ns Forrest had pre-

dicted, and even the comparisons made to his
disadvantage were with giants of the stage.
His *'Sir Petef” was compared with that of
Farren, and his “Touchstone” with that of
Fawcett.

On his return to New York Placide reap-
peared at the Park in September, and con-
tinued to play these until 1843, He there ter-
mineled & long caxeer of nuneqgnalled popu-
Jarity at this time-honored edifics, and re-
tired to his quiet couniry residence at
Babylon, Long Island. Since then he played
in the warious cities in the Union, his last
epgngement being at the Winter Garden in
15863, whera ha played “*Uorporal Cartonche”
with undiwinished spirit in his sixty-sizth
yeer.

In person Henry Tlacide is of medium
height, a fine robust figure, a handsome face,
with dark expressive oyes, and a meaning in
every look or gesture. As is the case with all
first-class actors, be acts with his whole body,
every movement, however slight, has a xiT
nificunce, and allracts the attention of his
audience from first to last. Ilis voice is rich
and nnnsually full and powerful, but modu-
Iated to every note of pathos or humor. There
are fones in it that invariably touch our sym-
pathies, and bring the tears when least ex-
pected, or move us to langhter at a word.
His dress on the stage was always fanltless,
bis manners graceiul, his bearing that of
a man of genius., In private life his charac-
ter has been most exemplary, Sorupulous
in the payment of his debts, partienlar in his
intercourse with others, and careful in his
babits, The control he exercises over himself
is wonderful. He once gaid:—*'During my
acting upon the stage I never used to drinka
drop of anything after dinner—not even
water—as I was sure it affected the yoive. So
in the nights, even when I bad to play in
three pieces—and the theatre was rarely
closed until after midnight—I never drank
until I reached home, ‘Then I would undress
and wake all ready to get to bed, even turn-
ing down the clothes, so a8 to make it all
clear for me to jump in, and then I wonld
take wy first drink—ae little brandy and water.
Al ! one glass was never enough ! 1 bad to
take two to gqnench wy thirst before I put out
the light.”

Matthews' compliment to FPlacide, whom he
styles ‘‘chastest of actors,” was by no weans
nnmerited. Not only did be hold the *“mirror
up-to nature,” but in another sense his acting
was chaste, and fres from those ordina
blemishes of rudeness and vulgarity whic
too often disgrace performers of the comic
drarrn. The indelicate jokes, the indecent

estures, the licentious donbles entondres of
ﬁnck Reeve and those who followed the styla
of that grotesque mimic, never were imitated
nor even tolerated by Placide, His mindgwas
singnlarly simple aud pure of evil. Iu fact,
be was always, on or ofl the stage, a refined
gentleman. Not lopg since the writer
was speaking of the opera bouffe, and the
retived aglor expressed Some curiosity to know
something of the play that just then was fas-
cinating the town. This was during the early
performances of the (frauds Duchisse de (e
podstcin.  As the licentionsness of the plot
slowly revenled itself to him his lips Lecame
compressed, his eyebrows contractad, until ht
last he threw up his hands, and, in a burst of
indignation ex¢laimed, *‘So, this is the kind
of thing that pleases a New Y ork audience, is

He
1 manied, has one adopted duughter, and is
u constant attendant on Sunday afternoons of
the old Episcopsl Church in Babylon, in
which he takes great interest. He will leave
behind him a reputation like that of Garrick.
